St. Paul, Sept. 21.— With the con­ 
sum m ation 
of the m am m oth 
credit 
loan to th e allies the United States 
will have averted alm ost certain dis­ 
as te r to its agricultural industry by 
finding a m arket for an overplus of 
foodstuffs, says Ja m es J. NIU, one of 
the financiers who retu rn e d from the 
conference at New York of Am erican 
financiers, with the French und Eng­ 
lish commission. 
One of the features incidental to 
the loan w'hich should appeal especial­ 
ly to the N orthw est, said Mr. Hill, is 
th a t arran g e m en ts probably will be 
m ade 
to insure 
the expenditure 
In 
each district of the money contribut­ 
ed tow ards th e credit loan in that p ar­ 
ticular district. 
Instead of taking money out of the 
country 
the credit 
will m ean 
th at 
Am erican products will go abroad but. 
the money rem ain w here it is, asserts 
Mr. Hill in a formal state m en t Issued 
In explanation of the proposed loan. 
By m aking the loan tile neutrality 
of th e United S tates will not be a f­ 
fected In the slightest, he says. This 
is evidenced by the fact that already 
German financial houses in this coun­ 
try, having com e to understand its 
term s, are bidding for a part of the 
loan. 
“T h ere is no doubt that the loan 
will be made, to a total not less titan 
$500,000,000," 
says Mr 
Hill’s sta te­ 
ment. 
"T he whole am ount of this credit 
will be used to pay for purchases of 
grain, cotton and provisions In this 
country. 
No part of It w hatever will 
be used for m unitions of war. 
" it is probable that such arran g e­ 
m ents will be made as wtll largely in­ 
sure the spending in each district of 
the money contributed In that district, 
In 
this way 
there 
cannot be

The 
temporary protection afforded Ameri­ 
can production by the war acts for 
the time beneficially, exactly as an 
adequate tariff acts during the period 
of its enforcement.

Exhaustion of artillery ammunition on the part of the Ger­ 
mans is unquestionably the reason why the operations in the east­ 
ern war area are now so persistently indecisive. 
The Teutonic advance has slowed down from a run to a mere 
shuffle, and the large-scale operations result in only minor ad­ 
vantages. 
All of Von Hindenburg’s strategic skill has not been 
able to overcome the Russian defense of Dvina river line, which is 
but an infantile affair compared with .the recent campaign along 
th* Vistula front. 
The capture of Vilna seems to have had an 
exhausting effect on the Germans, not produced even by th**, vast 
enterprise in Poland that culminated in the capture of Warsaw. 
Everywhere, from the Riga operations to the new* offensive in 
eastern Galicia, th* lack of Teutonic .igor is apparent to every 
observer. 
Predictions of German victor!* s do not materialise and 
only light blows, that frequently scent to full short, 
are 
being 
struck. 
All th** most iiiipmortant of the Russian positions, con­ 
structed to check the Teutonic invasion, have now fallen, but with 
the way theoretically cleared the Teutons seem to be getting Into 
deeper diffic littles. 
This condition of affairs is no* da* to the resumption of the 
chief command of his army by the czar, who is far from being a 
military genius.

cd States, and when our people protest 
we ar** accus***! of setting up tin* dollar 
at a time of great stress in foreign 
countries, while all th*! time Great Brit­ 
ain is looking after the i»ouiiil aud 
shilling. 
It appears all right, for the 
English t<* make money out of the 
stress of war even when it is iicees 
wary to interfere with American coni 
meree to do so.
